Abstract of the Disclosure 
A method for diagnosing the likelihood and severity of cardiovascular disease in a 
patient is disclosed. The method determines the levels of antibodies against autoantigens, 
including myosin, oxidized LDL, p-2-glycoprotein, heat shock protein-60, platelet 
glycoprotein, and immune complexes. It then compares the results to normal levels to 
determine the likelihood and severity of cardiovascular disease. 
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
